LAAMS rapture ; who can tell rhe 
ſ{treogth of this man ? for as the rocke 
18,1uch is bis itrepgth, as the itrength 
of an Voicorne; no poiſon Mall hurt 
him, uo (ſorcery ſhall make agaiuit him, 
be bath a refuge from the itorme; a ha- 
dow from the heat, a itrength in di- 
ſtrelle. M ho can now tell the joyes of 
this Iacob ?or number the tourth part 
of the comforts of this ISRAEL? Let 
my itrength bee as this mans ſttengtb; 
and ler my lait end bee like his, Deare 
child;lI as an aftetroned mother to my 
owne bowels, by my forrowes in thy 
Krit birth, by thoſe hnce, wherewich 
I rraucll with thee, till Chrilt bee for- 
med in thee, by that ſolemne vow,thou 
madelt to God in Baptiſme ; by that 
ſtronge bond of nature, and deare uame

gett the laud, thus eaſe ſlaieth the tool, 
& vaine thoughts deceive, as if victory 
could bee gott by ſleeping, or a crowne 
With eaſe. Butthere SaACALEB & 
a IOSHYV A toe, who Walke Wholy 
With the Lord , & though they geit 
norwithitanding all oppohtion, Thus 
my Child there 15 a remnant , thereate 
a few , & not lo few but Elias may 
diſcerve them, for bee is not alote But 
(my Mett Son) pray thou for the life 
aud proſperity ot theſe few , cuen for 
thy Mother aud bir childrens ſake , for 
by them, it is, that thy fathers bouſe, 
aud thouſands more enioy their ſafty, 
fitting vader their vins and fgtrees; ho

Vet woe betell them, ho 
gaue the offence , & it ſhall certainly 
overtake all ſuch as goe on, io their 
iteppes. But all this while there is no 
warrant for abborring the offering. 

Thete is atreaſutie inearthly velle.s, 

the treaſure ſanct ines not the veſſell, 
nor the vellell polluts the treaſure, Mo- 
les Chaite cannot make the Scribe the 
holier; vor can the vnholineGle of the 
Stribe pollute Moſes Doctrine; No 
mans hns ſhould bring the ſetuice of 
God into diſlike, What if the whole 
Church vihble be, (as for ought I knovy 
it is) iu a Sardin condition; not onely 
Wenke and ſicke, but even ready to die. 
Let may there be many names Which 
haue not dehiled their garments & fo 
thereare. And they like trees planred 
by the rivers of waters, cannot care for 
the years of draught , nor feele when 
the heat commeth, neither ceale from 
yeelding fruit. They are of the Lords 
plantation ever fat aud well liking, as 
the dew from the Lord, & y (hewers 
ypon the graffe , that rarrieth not for 
mau, nor waireth not for the Sons of 
men. Me rhinkes I am againe iu Ba- 
laams rapture, how goodly are thy tente 
O lacob? & thy habitations O Ifrael?

as Gardens by the river fide, as the Al- 
loe rrees that the Lord hath planted, as 
the Ceaders beſids the waters. Thus 
(my Child) the Lord canpreſerue him 
a ſeed , even where Sathans kingdome 
15 , de can baue his ſaints in Neros 


houſe , & an Obadiah in Ababs Court,

And it ſnall be their glory & crowne 
of reioyciug: That where Sathaus 
throne 15 , they haue kept their naines

And let 
him doe it, but ROSE ALLEN hath 
an other fire Within, euen zeale vato 
the trueth, & this burns ſo Within hir, 
that outwardly , ſhee feels but little 
paine. A ſtony-hearred keeper ſhall doe 
it, Whoſe charge perhaps is as hard as 
bee, & let him doeit, they haue a meat 
Which the keeper knows not of, they 
live not by bread aloue , yet if the 
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keepet bee ſo keind as to giue it them, 


they will rake it for they will not hate 
their owne fleſh, but in due time and 
place nariſh ir and cheriſhir , as the 
Dusban l the wife , and the Lord the 
Church theſe know not (my Child) 
what to make of that for ever auſtete 
l:uing in pennance for fin. But they are 
very well aquainted with a forrow 
for fin, & aff;RHion of ſoule, which as 
hath been ſaid, is an inward thing, 
comming from an inward principle, 
and rhis is ſuch thar ir doth nor onely 


" znake them abſtaine , from meare , but 


ſome tims with Dauid , ro forget ro 
eare their bread , or it they doe remem- 
ber ir . ro min2le it with weeping. 
Then they be ſuch (my Child) as falt 
too and ſaſt often, nor reſting vpon it, 
21 an eſſeutiall part of Gods Worſhipp, 
bur as a notable healp ant prepara- 
tive thereunto , fitting them for that 
Wherin they are abounJant, prayer, 
toyning that With it knowing that 
ſom finnes will nor bee caſt out with- 
ont it. And thus they doe for a time, 
not defrauding themſelues over long: 
"leaſt they ſhould bee found to neglect 
their bodies, which muſt be- cared for, 
that they may bee ſernuiceable. they 
doe my Child , they muſt ſomtims ſett 
a ſide their Water, & vic a litrls wine 
for tkeit ſtomacks ſake , & rheir often 
infirmities; ſomtims a bitt of fleſh on 
the friday, & a1 egg on the fatarday,to 
the pure, dayes & meats are pure; but 
ſtill teſpecting the maine, that they bee 
feruiceable to God, & his Church, 
Whereuata they haue euer fo wake- 
full an eye, knowing well their ſean 
when to keepe vn ſer their boſies, & to 
bring them 1nto ſubjection, leaſt at any 
ti ne or by any meines. they ſhould bee 
reproued. This they doe frequently bur 
by do meane reſting on the outward 
at. That is but the carkiſſe but ioyning 
many excellent works with it ; brea- 
k ing af their fins by repentance , J is a 
principall thing, for now their worke 
16 aecepred. Dealing their bread to the 
b'1ngery; that is another: feruent prayer 
char was in the brſt place and now it 
comes againe to bee conſidered a part, 
what thou maiſt know , that we haue 
them who pray too & pray much bur 
fr't marke my Child, vpon all theſe, 
the doore is ſhur, knowing they haue a 
God that ſeeth in ſectet. Theſe are 
Mey. who ate frequent aud frequent in 
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prayer , carrie4 ypon the wings of 
faith , without the help of Saint or 
Angel , not by rumber but by weight 
which is ynto them as Soliahs ſword 
to David , nothing like that. Like rhe 
worthieſt of Dauids wortheys , what 
difficulties doth it goe thorrow ? what 
waters of comfort doth it fetch ? the 
time Would faile me, I leaue it ton 
ſilent admiration, That ſoule on Which 
the ſpirit of prayer , & ſupplic ation ns 
powered can — none but that, it 
18 poſſible for n1 thee to adimure 
that whereof wee haue no experience, 
I doe fo, & fee I ain againe in Balaams 
rapture. Behold here they riſe vpas 2 
great Lion, and lift vp themſelues as 
young Lions, they ſhall not lie down 
till they eate of the pray, and drinke 
the bloo of rhe ſlaine This is Moſes

hand lift vp , Amaleck falls before it. ,, 
Hereby heauen ſuffers violence, they Exod. 


take it by force, God ſhal! haue uo reſt 
elce. Theſe haue their teares too, I ſay 
not all haue, nor all at all tims, it is cer- 
rain my Child, there may bee a wee- 
ping heart , when there is adrie eye, 2s 
there may bee and often is a wert eye 
and a drie heart, all naturs , all con'ti-' 
turions are nt alike , yet teares they 
ha ue, ſom of them leremies rivers, ſome 
teares to fill a bottle, ſome of them haus 
teatet to couer the place they pray m. 
teares to water the couch MARTES 
teares to waſh with; teares to eat, teares 
to drink; teares to fow with ; reares te 
warer With; Efay. 16. 9. they haue rheir 
toy too bur that asa Clutter of Grapes, 
in reſpect of the vintage, to refreſh them 
trau-lings thorrow this wildergeſſe , 
light is ſowen for the righreouſe , they 
know they (hall reap in due time, there- 
fore they faint nor. 

Come now my {weer Child, ſett rhe 
pennan-e of your Auguſtine, or your 
Cavuchins, or Ana-hric , T know nor 
what name you hau- for them. o 
ſtrickteſt frier , & compare it with the 
pennance of theſe a hre mentioned. & 
like Dagon before the Ark», it falls be- 
fore it IL know well you haue much 
bodily excerciſe you ſee mauy things, 
which haue in lred a ſhew of wiſdome, 
in voluntary religion and humb'leaectſe 
of min ſe & in not {paring the body Bur 
are pot in icy things in great eſtimation 
among men, & yet in the ey*s of God 
& his Saints vile & contemprible . ye. 
beggarly tudimeat. Come wee Child 

to your 
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to your voluntary pouerty,a thing your 
letter tels mee, thou doeſt much gaze 
vpon, to that parting with all, and ca- 
ſting rhemſelves vpon Gods Prout- 
dence. It is trueth cbyld, the prouidence 
of God is a large and ſure inbertrance 
to bis choſen, it ſupplieth Eliahs meare; 
by ſuch a means as hee little lookes 
for. I: ſhewerh Abrabam a Ram tryed 
in the buſh, where and when he lirtle 
expets it. Bur marke alwaies this 1s 
When ordinary me aus faile, God wilbee 
ſeen but only int Mount, I muſt not, 
I dare not part with my bread in hope 
t hat a rauen ill bringe me more, not 
giue away my ſheepe with expectation 
to meete With one in the Bulb. I per- 
cejue thou knowelt' them, who baue 
caſt away all, and line in voluutaty po- 
uertie, choofing it rather. I promiſe 
thee, I know not how they will an- 
ſwere the parting with their maſters 
goods, certainely tbey muſt needes 
fall mort in their reckoning, Why 
Mother ? may they not doe what 
they will with their ovvne f Their 
owne , let a Nabal ſay foe. Why 
wee are not out owne ; much leſſe are 
the things ours, Which wee polleſſe; 
weer are but ſeruants, child, wee are 
but ſtewards and faftours. The Saints 
though their affeRions are taken of 
from things below, nay in compariſon 
they are but as dong, they haue the 
Mone vnder their feeteyet looke with 
What their maſter hath inttuſted them, 
they weill not part with, I warrane 
thee, bot they will baue their maiſters 
order firſt ; and this they haue not by 
any extraordinary way, but by oret- 
nary ; they ate acquainted with their 
maſters will wel enough, they know 
Noth where and when, ro whom and 
what they give, they are not one of So- 
I:amons fooles child, they know the 
way 10 the citie wel.

portion, Five it to ſeauen and alſo to 
eight, thou rich and wealthy woman, 
ſay ro thy husband, in caſe he be not fo 
mindfull of my feruants paſsing by. ſay 
voto him; An holy man of God often 
paſſeth this way. be takes a great deale 
of paines ſure, It may be he ſerueth at 
the Alter, and yet cannot liue by ir; be 
treadeth forth the corne, and for ought 
Wes know, his mouth may be muzled, 
ler vs make him a little chamber, Tpray 
thee, and ler vs ſet for him there a bed, 
and a table and a ſtoole, and a candle- 
ſticke, let him nor want his conuenien- 
ces, hee will labour rhe more chbeere- 
fully, well doae woman, let him not, 

there is that ſcattereth and yer inctea- 
ſeth:and there is that witboldeth more 
then is meete. but it tendeth to pouerty. 
The liberall ſoule ſhalbe made fat: and 
he that Watereth, ſhal be watered alſo 
himſelfe. Nay I tell thee farther, your 
Workes of mercy done in a right man- 
ner haue an aſcending power in them, 

es we'l as your prayers, & an attratiue 
too, ler him nor want his conuenieg- 
ces,thou doeſt well vnderitand my or- 
der, haue I given rhee bur little ? away 
With rhoſe 3. mires, let thy extreame 
pouertie abound vnto a rich liberali- 
tie Thou poore widdow that thinkeſt 
there it no way but one with thee, 
ferche this ſeruant of mine a lirtle wa- 
ter, that thou wilt readily doe, nay but 
bring him a morſel of breed too, as 
ſcarſe as it is with thee ; make him a 
little cake euen out of thy bandfull, 
thou wilt refreſh my ſeruanrs bowels, 

I will remember thee ; Thy handfull 
ſhall be bletſed.ſo ſhall thy oyle too, 
thou and thy child ſhall haue enough, 
I can doe much for them that tru? 
mee; I never faile them, doe it woman, 
the (aints doe beleeue and rraſt their 
maſter, they queſtion not his ſufficiency 
I will warraat thee, they will diſtri- 
bute and giue to the poore, they wil be 
merciftull and they will lend, and yet 
do they meaſuue their affaites by iudg- 
ment, and as becommeth the wiſdome 

of the Saints. They know that charitie 
muſt haue an eye within doares, all 
muſt not goe forth, They knovw full 
well, that bee who biddeth them part 
with their coate, giues them leaue to 
kee pe one for themſeluet, he that char» 
geth them to helpe others, doth giue 
them that wiſdome as not to leaue 


thegſelurs helplede 3 Ke tbat bath gi- 
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nen ther wherewithall to ſhew mercy 
to others, giues them that care as that 
they doe not comg to craue mercy from 
others. Since their maſter bath intru- 
ted them as ſtewards in bis houſe, to 
giue euery one their portion, they will 
carefully doe it, knowing Witball that 
the ſame maſter allowerh them, meate,

competency 3 Let the children ſtand 
aſide a little, it may be your Hermit 18 
not one of that number, & therefore be 
dates not keep his goods. Well then 
wee will ſuppoſe bim bur as a ſeruant 
in the houſe, waiting vpon the chil- 
dren,yer when the children haue done, 
may hee fit downe if it pleaſe him, it is 
bis good maſters bargen, and it ſhall be 
bis ſhame, if when his Maſter allowes 
him it, he will refuſe ,or fit downe na- 
ted. Marke (my good Child) that thou 
maiſt not aduire this voluntary beg- 
gerry, I ſay the Lord his Maſter gaue 
that Hermite (whom now thou admi- 
reſt, becauſe be hath throwen away bis 
goods) a right vnto rhe creatures, at 
feaſt as a ſeruant in the bouſe, and be 
ſhould bane beene well aduiſed not 
valy bow be vſed them and kept them;

fore thee and me? Through our Maſters 
bounty, and rich liberallity they are

No paines too hard , no pennance too 
Painefull,the heart will as eafily rurne 
in vnto tbeſe thinges, as the [raclits 
were perſwaded ro returns into Egipt; 
or SISERA, perſued by Barak, intrea- 
red to turne into IJae's tent. Alas child 
any tent wil ſerue the turte For atime, 
to take a little milke in, ad fo to bring 
It a ſleepe, when like a wearied child, 
It is willing ro reſt,or like a perſued 
STSERA,it would faine be at quiet. A 
Cloiſter may ſetue the turne ; a Selb, a 
Crucihx; a ſtripe a pilprimage; a little 
holy water; adirige ; an Aue-Marie, 
Jer the beat but baue a Saint one its 
Ade, or a pardon about its neck, and 
what can burr him. O child ! why doft 
thou gaze vpon theſe thinges ? what is 
this? but for thee to make lies thy re- 
fuge*& vner falſhood to ſecke to hade 
thy ſelfe ,for what are theſe?or any of 
rheſe*or ought elſe, of theſe aſſumed 
ſeruices, bur like the Harlots wipinge 
Air mouth ? or Tilar's waſhing bis 
hands. Good child fall not a fleepe 
bete, or if thou baſt in theſe IAELS 
Tents taken of the milke. and it's plea- 
fant vnto thee, yet for thy ſoules ſake, 
ſreepe thy eies waking for behold a 
ftronger then Barak purſues thee, iudę- 
meet well bee alſo lay to the line, and 
righreouſnes to the pfuminet, and the 
haile ſhall ſoveep away the refuge of 
lies.and the water ſhall cuerflow, theſe 
hiding places, and thou ſhalt not ſtand 
ben the overflowing ſcourge ſhall 
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by it: for the bed is ſhorter, then that 
® Wan cau ſireatch himſelſe on it, and 


the couer narrower then that he car 
wrap bimlelfe in it. Good child ſleepe 
nor How willingly would a poore 
mother keepe hir cHild Waking, when 
if he fleepe, his ſleepe would proue an 
iron ſleepe, be will never Make againe. 
How ſhall 1 indure the death of my 
Sonne? O barke vnto thy mother child! 
that would faine keepe thee waking, 
that ſo diſcovering thy danger, thou 
maieſt get forth ofthy TAELS tent, aud 
take ſanct uaty at the rockes, the mighty 
god of this ſaluation, Itell you child 
thouſand ſtripes on thy body, cannot 
deface the print of one hu, that 13 
writ With the pen of a diamant, a8 
many knockes on thy breaſt, will not 
fotien thy hard beart, which is as av - 
damanr. All your holy water not 
ſprinckled,bur powerd till the challace 
be diie,will not waſh away ove fin, it 
is as the ſpot of a Leopard or as crim- 
ſen of deeve die in the woole and in 
the cloath. The Harlors wiping bir 
mouth will not ſerue hir. nor Pilats 
walhivge bis hands; nor Eliſhas Raffe, 
a man may bee at preat coaſt, be may 
part with rivers of oile, and yet his 
countenance Jooke neuer a With more 
chearefull in the day of the Lord. He 
may kneele till the ſtronge men are 
weary, yet may the heart contivew ſtill 
ſtiffe. Hee may goe on pilgrimage to 
this ſaint, and the other relique, yea 
and bare foote till he pinch his feste. & 
prick them to, yet may he bee neuet 
the nearer heauen, his heart” may re- 
maine vntoucbed ſtill, nay it's certaine 
child, that nothing is a greater enemie 
to true mortifhcation, then the coun- 
terfairs, nothing holds a man off more 
from the power, then loue with the 
forme , nothing more preualent then 
theſe Taels Tent's to rock thy beart it 
ſecurity, and to keepe it in it's owne 
heardneſſe, till a dart ſtrike thorrow 
the liuer.and a rajle the temples: the 
Harlot will never clenfe the bearr, if 
ſhe thinkes to make all cleane, by Wi- 


pinge bit lips. Pilate ſhall ſtand guilty Pros. 
of inocent blood for ever, becauſe bee 30.48 


thinkes be 1s cleare of it, now that bee 
hath waſhed his hands , rhe blood 
ſtickes nearer then fo ; the Prophet 
weill neuer be ſent for, if his ſtaff will 
ſerue the turne; But when a man lookes 
on his fins, as thoſe that put to death 
the LORD of GLORY : or #6 that 


ſpeare which peuced hu des, & fo 's 
pricked 
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itked at the heart, aud receives the 
entence of death within himſelfe, this 
man now lookes vpon the true cruci- 
fix , his finn's are alway before him. 
Will yee now put on this man, all 
your Sauls armour?alas i it is but com- 
ber ſome, neither will it keepe our the 
pibble, but his aſſault is ioward, Will 
you giue him ſome of your Balme?your 
boly water 3 your oyle ; your dau- 
binges; you are phiſicians of no vallue. 
All bis money is ſpent, vpon rrifles al- 
ready & yet the bloody iiſu remaineth. 
Wil your pope now freely giue bim his 
pardon ? fince all his money 18 ſpeor; 
Alas he knovves he ſhall goe foorth 
from thence aſhamed, and with bis 
bands vpon his head the LORD V. ill 
reiect thoſe confidences. What would 
this man haue? I maruaile what ſeekes 
be after? A ranſome ſure. A pardon. And 
if he ger it he mult haue it, without 
money or money worth , he muit be 
brought to a keind of beggery in bim- 
ſelfe, to a keind of nothing; to a worſe 
then nothing, What ſhould a ſound 
man doe with a Phifician ? A whole 
man With a plaiſter ? an yncondemned 
man with a pardon? he is fo, be is emp- 
tied now of one of his greateſt ene- 
mies,himſelfe, he leaneth vnto nothing 
within him nor to any earthly thing 
Without him. Now compare the pen- 
nance of your Capueine, — 
or Dominican, who will not part with

I ſay compare his voluntary religion, 
bis humbleneſſe of minde, his not ſpa- 
ring the body,all his bodily excerciſe, 
with this mans pennance, if I may call 
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it,the the Harlots wipeing the mouth, 
is to the clenfing the heart, rhen Pilats 
waſhing his hands, to the purginge bis 
conſcieace : I ſay no more like it, then 
Eliſha's ſtaffe is to Eliſha himſelfe, 
then SOLOMONS nedle worke , to 
the little lillie. I meane then art vnto 
nature There is bur imitation in the 
one (my child) art is but natur: Ape, 
bete is life in the other, all the power 
in the World cannot produce it. Aud 
vbſerue it, the eſfects of that mans 


different, the one ſeekes after trifles, & 
bables, ſuch as never pleaſed any bur 
children and fooles, empty thinges, lies 
and vanities, for as the wound 1s, ſuch 
is the remedy; The heart was never 
touched, the other labours after the one 
thing with is necefſary, and nothing 
will content bim, till che Lord hath 
reached forth bis hand of mercy vuto 
him, & thereby inabled bim, to reach

workes, which thou doeſt eye ſo much, 
& learne what the Lord requires at thy 
band, ſurely not thouſands of tanu, not 
ren thouſand rivers of oyle, not the fon 
of chy body, for the hu of thy foals, 
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zutto breake of thy fins hy repentance, 
and that there bee an healing of thize 
errour,to doe iultly,& to loue mercy, 
and to walke humbly with thy God; 
approouing thy ſelſe as the child of 
God, not by theſe aſſumed ſeruices, 
which will oor bold weight whe righ- 
teouſnelle it put to the ſcale, bur as the 
Saints doe by purenes, by knowledge, 
by longe ſufferings by keindnes, by the 
boly Gbolt, by loue vnfained, by the 
word of trueth by the power of God, 
by the armour of righreouſnes, on the 
tight hand and on the left. Ob my 
bowels doe yearne vpon my child, my 
beart is inlarged ? Thou art not kept 
ſtraite in me (my Son) but I am kept 
ſtraite in thee. Thou maieſt plainely 
conclud, by what is ſaid ſee hou dearly 
my Motber loues yea and tbe Lord 
knoweth too ho is rrueth it ſelſe, that 
my defire of thy returve bath no leſle 
loue in it, then it bath ſafry too, for 
1 wiſh aboue all n that thou maiſt 
proſpet: aud bee iu health tuen as thy 
ſoule may proſper. Returns then my 
ſon; rerurne my ſon, my ſon And that 
thou maiſt make haſt for a mothers aft- 
ſect ion, thinkes the ſhorteſt time longe, 
I will quit thy argument, which thou 
tboughteit ft for my capacitie & indeed 
it was ſo, With an otbet as fitt for 
thine,for thou art but a child yet, and 
knowelt nothing as thou oughteſt to 
doe: And I know it ſhall fall as right, 
as thine did, but then with a different 
effet.Thine did but foile the forme of 
godlineſſe, that was amonglt vs, the 
power was not touched. the trueth re- 
maines the trueth it ill, & wilbee iulti- 
fied of bir children , mine ſhall take 
away the trueth and power you leeme 
to have, and ſhall tell thee plainely, 
there is none indeed, come then child, 
bartken while this argument {mites the 
Harlot this once, I will not {mite hir

the Saints, ſo are hircloaths too, cau 
here be rrueth, child? can here bee 
trueth? it cannot bee, Why my child. 
baſt chou not heard (though thou — 
as 
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but as of yiRerday) haſt thou not read} 
how that great whoare one of the dra- 
gous inſtruments, perſecuted rhe Wo- 
man, and caſt water like a flood after 
the Woman, flying to ſaue hit ſelſe. 
witnefle that little booke of Martyrs 
Heb. 11. Why my child, aſke the later 
times, & they mall reach thee, enquire 
of thy fotetfathets, & they ſhall tell thoe 
& net only the whoares ctuelty, in the 
city ot ORANGE, or of that in 
ROANE, or that in DEIPE, but bee 
Will tell thee of that horrible matlacer 
wa PARIS, where the bloody whoare 
aud hit ioftruments went forth like a 
diitroying Angel, & warhin the ſpace 
of three dayes of little more cruelly 
murthered aboue, ten thouſand, aud all 
the after 3 marriage feaſt.

far from fier & {word , or any ſuch 
cruelty, ſhe ſolloweth peace with all 
mea, as far as is poſſible ; the is no 
ity icker With the fit, no finiter with 
the tongue (there's a ſmiting with the 
toogue my Child) but bir tongue 18 
bound to the peace, & good be hauiour, 
I will thew thee bir children as like 
the mother as way bee, good Child 
obſerue their carriage, being reuiled we 
bleſſe, being perſecured wee ſuffer it, 
being defamed , we intreat 3 why this 
is the ſtrangeſt relation as euer was 
heard of , it is indeed, and never to bee 
found bur amongſt the children of 
trueth, ſhall I parralell it? it may be.
